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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-19, 21-27, 29-35, 38-39, 49-51, 54 are allowed. 

Prior arts of record relied in the examination: Pawlak, "Software Update Service to Ease 
Patch Distribution", April 22, 2002. Pawlak, "Software Update Service to Ease Patch 
Distribution", April 22, 2002, and IBM, "RS/6000 ATM Cookbook", Redbook.ibm.com, 2000. 

Pawlak, a prior art of record, is applied for addressing the software update that is 
scheduled to the various levels of client computers in a network using scheduling. IBM is for the 
deficiency, grace period and/or failsafe timeout period, which is not mentioned in Pawlak. 

Applicants' arguments for the lacks in the above applied references, which are addressed 
in the Argument Remarks, filed on 05/04/2009, and all of the other records, have been 
considered. Examples, Applicants pointed Pawlak does not establish a specified grace period for 
allowing a user to perform update. Applicant pointed out the IBM's grace period is not for the 
relation of updating software.
